Secretary of the “DUBLIN - 
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The Baffling Balkans 

Wild rumours continue to reach Western 
Europe from Rumania, where public feel- 
ing has been running high for the last 
few days. Last Friday’s report that the 
young King Michael -had fied from 
Bucharest seems at least to have been 
premature; for it is stated now that, in 
company with General Antonescu, he will 
review to-day the German “ Instruction 
troops,” including a complete Panzer- 
division which has been in Bucharest for 
some time. This review will be in celebra- 
tion of Rumania’s adherence to the famous 
Tripartite Pact, bringing King Michael’s 
realm into line with the ‘‘ Axis’’ Powers. 
including Hungary ; but yesterday General 
Antonescu was present at a mass rally of 
the Tron Guard to commemorate Rumania’s 
annexation of Transylvania twenty-two 


| years ago. At this parade, which was held 


at Alba Julia, the members of the Iron 
Guard pledged themselves under oath to 
fight under the green banner of their 
organisation for the return of those parts 
of Transylvania which were -ceded to 
Hungary a few months ago, when King 
Carol was forced to abdicate in favour of 
his son. It is a rather peculiar situation. 
Rumania gave back the Transylvanian 
provinces to the Magyars not because she 
was in an altruistic frame of mind, but 
because she was virtually instructed by 
Germany and Italy, lest worse might 
befall. At yesterday’s gathering General 
Antonescu, who was a party to the 
secession of territory, hinted broadly that 
further developments might be expected. 
He informed his great audience that he 
had gone to Rome and Berlin on behalf of 
the people of Transylvania, and that, while 
his lips were more or less sealed regarding 
what took place in the “ Axis” capitals, 
he could declare that Rumania no longer 
stood alone. He had found understanding 
and sympathy both in Germany and Italy, 
and the day would come when the results 
of his visit would become apparent. It is 
not -possible at the moment to discover 
whether Rumania is being governed by 
Genera! Antonescu’s Administration or by 
the Iron Guard. Certainly, the Iron Guard 
seems to be very powerful. Some 120,000 
of its members followed the golden coffin 
containing the remains of the murdered 
Codreanu, which were re-interred yester- 
day. The presence of the Prime Minister 
does not suggest that relations between the 
Government and the Green Shirts are in 
any way strained, and it is quite possible 
that a modus vivendi has been arranged. 


Bucharest that thirty members of the Iron 
Guard, who were responsible for last 
week’s battue in the Jilava prison, have 
committed suicide in a hody. 

It will be remembered that these men 
broke into the gaol in which a number of 
the Iron Guard’s opponents were confined, 
and did them to death with pick-axes. The 
Rumanian Government announced that the 
perpetrators of this crime would be 
punished, and that further attempts to 
usurp the functions of the law would be 
dealt with severely. In these circum- 
stances, it is not easy to determine to 
what, if any, extent General Antonescu’s 
Government is in the hands of the Iron 
Guard. Furthermore, it is impossible to 
form an accurate estimate of the relations 
between Ruinania and Hungary. General 
Antonescu’s Administration acquiesced in 
the transfer to Hungary of a large part of 
Transylvania at the advice, if not actually 
at the behest, of the Germans. Now the 
Iron Guard, which is bitterly opposed to 
the Magyars, has sworn to recover the 
forfeited provinces which, incidentally, 
fell into Rumania’s hands as a result of 
her support of the Allies in the Great 
War; and the Prime Minister was present 
at the swearing ceremony. The whole 
position in the Balkans is full of such 
anomalies. The only incontrovertible fact 
seems to be the presence in Bucharest of 
one of General Brauchitsch’s famous 
‘* Panzer’? divisions. The problem of its 
journey to Rumania, which is surrounded 
by neutral countries, probably will be 
solved some day. by the international 
lawyers; in the meanwhile, what matters 
is that it is there. The significance of 
German activity in Rumania cannot have 
escaped the notice of Prince Paul, the 
Regent of Yugoslavia, when he also 
attended national velebrations yesterday in 
commemoration of his country’s victory in 
1918. He reaffirmed the determination of 
the Yugoslav people to maintain their 
neutrality at all costs; but declared once 
more that they would not hesitate to fight 
in defence of their national ‘‘ integrity and 
independence.” Yugoslavia and Turkey 
are the only remaining neutrals in South- 
Eastern Europe. Both are exceedingly 
jealous of their national sovereignty ; both 
have formidable armies; yet neither can 
ignore the danger of invasion. In this 
respect, the Yugoslavs are in the weaker 
positicn, because their country forms a 
kind of natural corridor into Greece. A 
combined drive through Rumania and 
Bulgaria into Turkey, and through Yugo- 
slavia into Greece, is a possibility that 
may become more acute in the spring. 
Much depends, ef course, on the outcome 
of the Greco-Italian campaign in 
Albania.

Help for China 


Japan last Saturday made her latest 
attempt to secure authority for her puppet 
Government in China. Some months have 
passed since she constituted this Govern- 
ment, with Mr. Wang Ching-wei, a 
renegade member of Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shek’s Nationalist Party, as Premier ; and 
during ‘that time she has been trying by 
might and main to make the Chinese 
render it at least, an outward show of 
loyalty. By all accounts, she has not 
been very successful. A certain number of 
important—or, rather, of complacent— 
Chinese have professed allegiance to the 
puppet Administration, but the people st 
large décline to take it with any serious- 


ness: they are obedient enough so long as 
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| fountain-head of government. It was not, 


therefore, under the best atispices that the 
Japanese sought on Saturday to confirm 
the bond between themselves and Wang 
Ching-wei by a solemn treaty, which came 
into operation yesterday. The treaty is 
described ‘as covering economic issues, 
‘‘neighbourly relations,’’ and co-opera- 
tion against the Komintern. It does not 
includé any comprehensive agreement 
for the occupation of China by Japanese 
‘forces, but it specifies a number of areas

treaty means little or nothing. Japan

ance of support for the puppet Govern- 
ment—that is to say, for her own conduct 
and policy in China. Her success is un- 
likely to be any greater henceforward than 
it has been in the past. China is no 
longer the sprawling, slumbrous giant of a 
nation that she seemed to be until a few 
years ago; she has been reinvigorated: 
she has acquired a pride in her destiny, 
and is prepared to fight to the last for her 
independence. It is even less probable 


‘that Wang Ching-wei will obtain any 


encouragement from the two nations whose 
support is most necessary to him—Great 
Britain and the United States. These 
nations matter because they hold the 
money-bags, and Wang Ching-wei—for 
which read Japan !—is in urgent need of 
money. 

It is announced unofficially that Britain 
will continue to regard Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Administration as the only legitimate 
Government of China. The Americans 
have chosen a more practical means to 
express their opinion. On the very day 
when the treaty between Toyko and 
Nanking was signed, President Roosevelt 
announced the grant of a credit of 
$100,000,000, or £25,000,000, to the 
Government at Chungking. This is the 
largest credit which has been allowed to 
China in many years: the total amount 
within the past two years, indeed, has been 
only $70,000,000. Half of it will be used 
to back the Chinese Nationalist currency, 
which the Japanese have been doing their 
hardest to discredit and depreciate since 
they set foot in China; and so substantial 
a reinforcement is bound to have a really 
useful effect. The other #50,000,000 will 
be employed for ‘‘ general purposes ''— 
that is to say, for the arming and equip- 
ment of Marshal Chiang Kai-shek’s forces, 
who have suffered severely from the lack 
of war material in their struggle against 
Japan. Presumably, the United States 
will be willing to supply the necessary 
arms—although 1t cannot be easy, in view 
of the colossal demands both of her own 
growing forces and those of Great Britain-— 
and, if so, the new grant may make all 
the difference to the gallant marshal’s 
prospects.: There seems to be small doubt 
that the tide of war is turning against 
the Japanese. Only a week or two ago 


'! she had to withdraw a substantial force 


from South China. It may be that these 
divisions are intended for a new onslaught 
elsewhere, but there is a strong rumour 
that the chief motive is economy. Japan 
is bound to be feeling the pimch of a war 
which already has lasted considerably 
longer than she expected, and it is scarcely 
probable that she can afford any elaborate 
ventures for the time being. If Herr 
Hitler’s Blitzkrieg against Britain had: 
been successful, the Japanese almost 
certainly would have taken fresh heart; 
but both Britain and America remain 
powerful allies to the Chinese Nationalists, 
while Japan is compelled to maintain the 
fight with declining resources. The United 
States’ embargo on steel and oil has been 
a severe blow to her, and the new loan to 
China increases the odds. 
shek’s brighter prospects, indeed, must 
have gone far to dissuade the Japanese 
from any attempt to take part in the 
European war. It is all that they can do 
to persevere with the “ China incident.” 


Animals in War 


' All over Ireland in the last twelve 
months people have been attending classes 


kinds of gases that might be used in time 
of war, and have been learning what steps 
they should take to protect themselves 
and their families from infection by one 
or other of the deadly gases if ever the 
horrible occasion should arise. They have 
learned almost everything there is to know 
about the protection of human beings, but 
one aspect of A.R.P. which has received 
little mention in this country is the ques- 
tion of how air raids may affect animals, 
and how animals should be treated in 
time of injury or panic. The pain and 
fright which the animals may suffer is 
not the only consideration. There is the 
question also of what additional dangers, 
in a panic-stricken or contaminated state, 
they may create for the human. popula- 
tion, and a paper covering the whole sub- 
ject of A.R.P. as it should apply to 
animals was read to the Veterinary 
Medical Association in Dublin on Friday 
night. The two veterinary surgeons who 
prepared the paper; Mr. M. J. Byrne and 
Mr. J. D. O'Connor, mentioned an animal 
welfare scheme which has been devised by 
the Association, and rightly called atten- 
tion to the many reasons why such a 
scheme would be highly desirable in time 
of war. Eight people out of ten, we 
believe, are of the opinion that in times 
of such terrible crisis there will be quite 


enough to do to protect and attend to the 


sufferings of the human population with- 
out bothering about animals, but’in a 
country like Ireland, where there are so 
many animals of all kinds, it is abso- 
lutely necessary that some plans should 
be prepared to ensure their safety. As 
we say, the allgviation of animal suffer- 
ing is not the only consideration. The 
country’s wealth might be; said, with a

These tasks and’ many 
others,’ including. tho -multitude of pre- 
cautions that must be taken where foraye 
supplies, land, crops and water supplies 
have been contaminated; will fall on the 
shoulders of the veterinary surgeons and 
animal welfare societies. They have a 
big job before them; and the new animal 
welfare scheme which they are about to 
undertake is stil] another step in the 
direction of national preparedness.

HE new Army Co-operation Command 

of the R.A.F., came into existence 
officially to-day, but since the announce- 
ment of its formation was made Air 
Marshal Sir Arthur Barratt has been 
athering his staff together, and to-day 
the new ormation became not only a name, 
but an actual unit of the R.A.F., which 
is destined to play a large bé in the 
future conduct of the war. e arrange- 
ment places a flying service at the disposal 


of the Army. It is commanded by an 
officer who has had much Army experience, 
and it avoids the difficulties which might 


arise through the Army having an inde- 
pendent. air service of its own before 
adequate machinery to secure complete co- 
operation with the other Services is im 
existence. The Army Co-operation 
Command must be regarded as a specialised 
nucleus, which has power to call upon the 
whole resources of the R.A.F. to come to 
its assistance if necessary. For the present 
its main duties will be to take over the 
functions that have been performed by the 
Army Co-operation Squadrons of the 
R.A.F. and to allocate certain squadrons 
for reconnaissance and artillery spotting 
duties, as well as to arrange for certain 
squadrons to specialise in the duties the 
Army chiefs deem desirable. The air 
strength, as well as the military strength, 
of the country has been increased by the 
formation of the new command. 


Noisy Week-end 


The object of the German air raid durin 
the week-end was to cover as much groun 
as possible, a large number of bombs being 
dropped over wide areas, with London and 
the South of England as the main targets, 
though some places elsewhere were attacked. 
The raid on London on Friday night was 
heavier than for some time, and in eertain 
parts it was the most extensive since the 
beginning of the war. At least one large 
bomb was dropped in London, falling near 
a hospital, which was damaged; but for 
the most part the missiles were of small 
calibre, and what they lacked in size they 
made up for in quantity. It was excep- 
tionally noisy in London; for the barrage 
guns seemed to be firing in all directions 
most ‘of the night, raiding formations 
coming over every few minutes, and a 
large number of machines must have been 
employed. For the most part, the bombs 
fell on private houses, and fewer large 
buildings were struck than in some of the 
recent raids. Saturday’s daylight raid 
was on an extensive scale, but many of 
the formations were turned away before 
reaching London, while last night there 
was an early all clear signal in London, 
the raiders avoiding the intense barrage 
and turning their attention to the south 


coastal districts.

Milk Shortage 


Whether the official rationing of milk 
by means of coupons in the same way as 
meat, butter, sugar and bacon becomes 
necessary remains to be seen, but for the 
present the Food Controller is making an 
effort to avoid the step, and the rationing 
is to be left to the distributors, who sie 
to restrict deliveries to 90 per ceil, of tha 
normal. How this is to be done is also Jof+ 
to the milkmen, and, as the deduction of 
10 per cent. per day from every customer. 
most of whom take a pint, is not a 
practicable plan, it is expected tliat the 
most usual method adopted will be to 
deliver half a pint instead of a pint every 
fifth day, this being more satisfactory fo 
the housewife than having a day entirely 
without milk every tenth day. Inquiries 
into the milk situation have been continued 
by officials of the Food Ministry during 
the week-end, and it is understood that 
the shortage may prove to be rather more 
severe than appeared probable a few davs 
ago; but the prohibition of tha use of milk 
for ice-cream, which became operative to. 
day, may make just enough difference to 
prevent official rationing by coupon from 


becoming necessary. 
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An Army Air Corps 


The decision of the British Government 
to establish an Air Force to operate under 
the direction of the Army Command, 
instead of the Air Ministry, will bring 
Britain into line with virtually every other 
country in the world. Eire, for example, 
always has maintained its air arm as a 
unit under the direct control of the Army’s 
General Staff. 

In Britain the Royal Air Force has held 
the supreme command of its own fighting, 
reconnaissance, bombing and training air- 
craft since 1918. About two years ago, 
however, the Fleet, Air Arm was divorced 
from the R.A.F. and handed over to the 
charge of the Admiralty. This was a re- 
sumption of the old plan which first 
established the Royal Flying Corps 
(Naval: Wing), and later the Roya] Naval 
Air Service. The R.N.A.S. was amal- 
gamated with the Royal Flying Corps to 
form the R.A.F. in 1918. 

Up to the present time the British Army 
has had only the partial control of a com- 
paratively small number of machines for 
Army co-operation purposes (such as 
artillery spotting), whereas 
strategists consider that they should have 
complete control over a sizeable force of 
fighters, reconnaissance aircraft and 
bombers. 


Robert Gmmet's Rocket 


Last week’s commemoration of the 
ee operations at the City Hall 
and Dublin Castle in Easter Week, 1916, 
reminds me that before his ill-fated 
attempt on the Castle in 1803 Robert 
Emmet was manufacturing a _ curious 
weapon from which some of to-day’s 
instruments of destruction might claim 
descent. , 

This was the famous ‘“‘ rocket,’’ bearing 
some resemblance to a modern aerial 
torpedo. It was contained in an iron tube 
a foot and a halJf long, filled with powder, 
nitre, sulphur, and other explosive 
material, and was propelled horizontally. 
‘When Emmet and some of his friends— 
Thomas Russel], W. H. Hamilton, Michael 
Byrne and others—tested it in the open 
fields at Irishtown it was firmly soldered 
and attached to a light pole with fuse 
arrangement. When released “it went 
off like a thunderbolt,’’ rose some distance 
in the air with a loud noise, rushed along 
parallel to the ground spitting fire, finally 
striking earth and maki a great hole 
rather lixe the craters we read of in air- 
bombing nowadays. 


Accidental ‘Explosion 


Kmmet said he got the idea from a 
rocket first used in India by the Limerick- 
born British general, Sir Eyre Coote. In 
much improved form, it became later 
famous for a time as the Congreve rocket. 
Bernard Duggan, who was associated with 
the 1803 insurrection, said that Emmet’s 
weapon was sold to Congreve by one of 
the men Emmet had employed to shanu- 
facture it. This man turned informer, 
but then Duggan’s own record was bad in 
this respect. 

This rocket was made in Emmet’s dépot 
in Patrick street, in a house rented for the 
pen by a Scotchman, McIntosh, 

anged aíterwards opposite the dépót. 

It was an accidental explosion of 
material for these rockets, caused by 
careless handling in this Patrick street 
dépét on July 16th that made Emmet 
decide on his premature and unsuccessful 
rising for July 23rd.

Judging from the accounts of the 
activities of this team, the Indiana 
“ Fighting“ Irish ” have nothing to i 
ashamed of—photographs also indicate 
that they are a tough bunch of boys. But 
how did they get their name? The number 
of Irish people in Indiana is not par- 
ticularly large compared with other areas 
in the United States, and, if one may 
judge from the names of members of the 
team, there are very few men who can 
claim Irish descent playing for Notre Dame 
at the present time. Incidentally, it was 
at this university that Knute Rockne—the 
Swedish emigrant boy—rose to fame as 
‘“ the greatest football coach of all time,” 
a feat which has been commemorated in s 
recently completed film.

R. JUSTICE MARTIN MAGUIRE 
M. pronounced sentence of death on last 
Saturday. in the Central Criminal 

Court, Dublin, on Daniel Doherty (29), 
farmer, of Backlands Malin Head, County 
Donegal, who had been .found guilty by the 
jury of murdering his second cousin, Hannah 


Head, on the 19th April, 1940. 

December 28th was fixed as the date of 
execution.

SUMMING UP 
Mr. Justice Maguire, in his charge to 
the jury, said that what the jury 
had to decide was whether the People 
who were prosecuting, had proy 
their case. 1t was common cause that 


this girl was brutally murdered, and that 
she had met her death as a result of a suc- 
cession of blows and wounds. The medical 
evidence negatived any possibility of suicide 
or accident. For the prosecution it was 
stated that the brown tell-tale coat, which 
the prisoner used to wear, had been 
destroyed because it contained blood-stains, 
while he had denied in his statements that 
he ever went near the dead girl that night. 
The remarkable thing about the case was 
that there was no evidence to corroborate 
this story, and that if he were in his house 
during t e crucial time of the murder nobody 
had been brougnt forward to say so. According 


to the doctors he was now perfectly sane. 


He was in a position to give evidence, and 
he alone ai #3 ive explanations concerning 
serious ade in the case. Four doctors 
had formed the opinion that when Doherty 
committed the crime—assuming he did 
commit it—he was insane.

While being escorted from the dock by 
warders Doherty turned towards the judge 
and said: ‘‘ I have only once to die.” 

The jurors were exempted from service for 
three years. 


LEAVE TO APPEAL 
REFUSED 


Mr. Roe applied for leave to appeal against 
the sentence on the grounds that the verdict 
was against the mass of weight of the ewi- 
dence and that it was against the weight cé 
evidence on the issue of insanity. 

The application was refused.
